Fort Wayne—The Rev. Gerald 
Vann, O.P., Superior of the English 
Dominican School, Saxton, North- 
amptonshire, England,  interna- 
tionally renowned lecturer, radio 
speaker and author, will give the 
second in the current Catholie Evi- 
dence Lectures in Central Catholic 
High School auditorium, Sunday 
evening, January 11, at 8:30 p. m. 
Father Vann will speak on “Prayer 
and Politics.” 

The second lecture speaker is a 
native Englishman and entered the 
Dominican Order in 1929. He holds 
a S.T.L. degree in Theology from 
Rome and an M.A. from Oxford. 
He is the author of such popular 
books as ‘On Being Human”: 
“Morals Makyth Man”; “St. Thom- 
as Aquinas”; “Heart of Man”: “Di- 
vine Pity”; and “Eve and the Gry- 
phon.” 

Father Vann has been on tour 
of the United States and will give 
his lecture in Fort Wayne before 
returning to England. 

The Evidence series is sponsored 
by the United Catholic Societies of 
Fort Wayne under the patronage 
of the Most Rev. John F. Noll, D.D., 
Bishop of Fort Wayne.

Vatican City, Jan. 5—(Radio, NC) — The year 1948 
“undoubtedly will be a year of very grave decisions, perhaps 
irrevocable decisions,” His Holiness Pope Pius XII declared 
here in a New Year message, and then added that he did not 
share the “views of those who in anticipation regard the new

Speaking in French, the Pontiff? 


addressed members of the diplo-| 


matic corps accredited to the Holy 
See. There are 14 Ambassadors, 18 
Ministers and seven Charges d’Af- 
faires so accredited. The audience 
marked a departure from the cus- 
tom of previous years when the 
Holy Father received the diplomats 


individually for exchange of New 
Year greetings. 

“At the beginning of this year 
1948, whose prospect is filled with 
anxious uncertainties,” the Pope 
said, ““We see as if in spirit, gath- 
ered around Us the great family 
of the peoples of whom you, the 
messengers, are representatives. 
Our ardent prayer ascends to God 
for the happiness, prosperity, wel- 
fare and progress of these peoples. 

“But even those nations which 
are not represented here are not 
absent from Our thoughts, Our so- 
licitude exte ds to them, and they 
too, are the cbject of Our constant 
prayer. 

“Now, more than ever, all far- 
seeing and disinterested persons 
are convinced of the indivisibility 
of the peace. However formidable 


may be the obstacles to the realiza- 
tion of this ideal, they will not 


be able to discourage Us. Fully con- 
fident, We refuse to share the views 
of those who in anticipation, re- 
gard the new year as one of the 
most calamitous of history. No, 
this undoubtedly will be a year of 
very grave decisions, perhaps ir- 
revocable decisions, a year in which 
perhaps as never before, the world 
will find itself at the crossroads. 


“Nevertheless, We will continue 
to hope and pray. and will con- 
tinue to remind and beseech those 
who wil] pla; their part, not to lose 
sight of the indivisibility of peace 
and not to forget that the internal] 
peace of neoples anc their peace 
with other nations is an ideal too 
precious to be considered as too 
dearly bought even if it is acquired 
at great cost and sacrifice.”

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No Safeguards 
For Holy Places 


In Palestine 


BY JOHN A. GREAVES 


London, Jan. 5 — No machinery | 
exists to safeguard the Holy 
laces after Britain’s surrender of 
the Palestine mandate, Mr. Rees- 
Williams, speaking on behalf of 
the British Colonial Secretary, told 
the House of Commons here last 
week. 

“The plan for the partition of 
Palestine approved by the resolu- 
tion of the United Nations Gener- 
al Assembly nevertheless provides 
that protection of the Holy Places 
in the proposed city of Jerusalem 
shall be a special concern of the 
governor of Jerusalem,” he added. 
“He will also exercise certain pow- 
ers in respect of other Holy Places 
in Palestine, designed to ensure 
that religious interests in them are 
properly respected.” 

Mr. Rees-Williams added that 
diplomatic and administrative ac- 
tion was being taken to safeguard 
the Holy Places during the present 
troubled interim period. 

The Colonial Secretary, Arthur 
Creech Jones, later told Commons 
that after the termination of the 
mandate it would be the United 
Nations’ resonsibility to ensure the 
safety of Jerusalem and its Holy 
Places. The area to be covered by 
the special Jerusalem regime 
would include Bethlehem, he added. 

Protection of the Holy Places, 
religious buildings and sites in the 
city would be the special concern 
of the city’s governor, appointed by 
the Trusteeship Council. He would 
also supervise the observance by 
the independent Arab and Jewish 
states “of the requirements to be 
written into their statutes — that 
they will guarantee the reservation 
of the Holy Places and religious 
buildings in their States and hber- 
ty of access to those places for re- 
ligious purposes.”

London, Jan. 5 — No machinery | 

t exists to safeguard the Holy 

laces after Britain’s surrender of 
the Palestine mandate, Mr. Rees- 
Williams, speaking on behalf of 
the British Colonial Secretary, told 
the House of Commons here last 
week. 

“The plan for the partition of 
Palestine approved by the resolu- 
tion of the United Nations Gener- 
al Assembly nevertheless provides 
that protection of the Holy Places 
in the proposed city of Jerusalem 
shall be a special concern of the 
governor of Jerusalem,” he added. 
“He will also exercise certain pow- 
ers in respect of other Holy Places 
in Palestine, designed to ensure 
that religious interests in them are 
properly respected.” 

Mr. Rees-Williams added that 
diplomatic and administrative ac- 
tion was being taken to safeguard 
the Holy Places during the present 
troubled interim period. 

The Colonial Secretary, Arthur 
Creech Jones, later. told Commons 
that after the termination of the 
mandate it would be the United 
Nations’ resonsibility to ensure the 
safety of Jerusalem and its Holy 
Places. The area to be covered by 
the special Jerusalem regime 
would include Bethlehem, he added. 

Protection of the Holy Places, 
religious buildings and sites in the 
city would be the special concern 
of the city’s governor, appointed by 
the Trusteeship Council. He would 
also supervise the observance by 
the independent Arab and Jewish 
states “of the requirements to be 
written into their statutes — that 
they will guarantee the reservation 
of the Holy Places and religious 
buildings in their States and hber- 
ty of access to those places for re- 
ligious purposes.”

| Christian-mindea people believe 
with Christ Himself that Satan is 
the “Prince of this world,” and is 
bent on keeping it out of God’s 
hands. Christians everywhere, of 
whatever faith, would have been

The truths of Christianity, 
like all other truths, are as fixed, 
permanent and immutable as 
God is.

Yet, it is well known 
among Catholic Youth that there 
is a fault existing with us which 
almost approaches that of stealing 
and which is the source of a great 
deal of difficulty in many schools 
and other institutions. I refer to 
that failing known more familiarly 
as “borrowing.” 


The borrower is the fellow who 
never seems to have anything of his 
own. You will find him in every 
school. He doesn’t come right up 
and ask you if he might use your 
things or not. That’s the trouble. 
He rather presumes that you won’t 
mind if he does. And he is always 
in need of something, always just 
out of something. So when a pencil 
is lying around he just borrows it, 
especially if it is a nice eversharp 
(or a ball-point that really writes). 
He seems to think you won’t mind, 
even if you never see it again—and 
generally you don’t. The same goes 
for books, brief-cases, compacts, 
bill-folds, gloves, scarves and 
may other items.

' Q—The Catholic Church, when 
eferring to Mary, ofter calls her 
"The Mother of God.” Does it 
ean that Mary was the Mother 
pf God before Christ was conceiv- 
ed in her by the Holy Ghost? 
| A—No, Mary had no existence 
before she was born of her par- 
nts, Joachim and Anne. But, 
ince the Son of God, in time, was 
born of her, she is His mother.

The Church makes this distinc- 
tion because “perfect” contrition 
could conceivably wipe out all one’s 


| sins without sacramental absolu- 


tion, while imperfect contrition 
could not. 

Q—It is noted in the Catech- 
ism that “prayer, almsgiving and 
fasting are the penance given in 
confession.” It would like to know 
to what extent alms-giving, as a 
penahce for confession, has been 
practiced, and to what extent it is 
practiced today. 

A—Alms-giving is frequently 
mentioned in Scripture as a means 
of atoning for sin. You are fami- 
liar with the text so often quoted 
“charity covers a multitude of 
sins.” But it is very rare that 
the priest in the confessional im- 
poses alms-giving as a penance, 
as it is rare for him to impose 
fasting. Usually the penance con- 
sists in saying certain prayers im- 
posed. 

Q—It is taught that the priest is 
the mediator between man and 
God. Does not this conflict with 
St. Paul, who writes: “There is 
one God and one Mediator between 
God and man, the Man Christ 
(1 Tim. II, 5)? 

A—tThere is no conflict because 
of the difference in the character 
of the mediator. St. Paul tells us 
in that very text the sense in 
which Christ was a Mediator, 
namely, for having “redemeed us.” 
In that sense Christ is the only 
Mediator because no priest, no hu- 
man being could possibly “redeem” 
us. 

The priest is to continue Christ’s 
office as priest. He would be “a 
priest forever” (Ps. CIX, 4), and 
(Heb. VI, 20) by applying through 
“ministers of reconciliation” (2 
Vor. V, 18-19) the merits of His 
redemption to individual souls.

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A—The official position of the 
Church on gambling is: no one 
may risk, in games of chance, what 
he cannot afford to lose. 


As to games of chance at par- 
ish socials, they are forbidden in 
many dioceses, either because of 
abuses or because they are pro- 
hibited by laws of the state. But 
there is not a gambling mo- 
tive either in the heads of the 
parish society which may provide 
them or in the people who patron- 
ize them. Usually parishioners de- 
cide on the amount of money they 
will spend at such a social and 
they prefer to have a little fun 
while spending their money.

But the planters and vested in- 
terests fear the social revolution 
that would result from a self-suf- 
ficient peasantry. They want to 
allow settlement only on short 
term leases so they can control 
the crops grown and be able to re- 


sume possession if the tenants will 
not do what they say. They argue 
that this control is necessary to 
protect the land from abuse by bad 
farmers. 

The Catholics, basing their po- 
sition on the social encyclicals of 
recent Popes, urge that the owner- 
ship of a home and a piece of land 
is the best guarantee of social sta- 
bility and good husbandry. The 
owner is not roing to abuse his own 


property. It is the sharecropper 
or tenant who impoverishes the 
land.

Used In Japan 


History Based On An 
Evolutionary And 
Progressive Bias

Tokyo, Jan. 5—(NC)—Consider-. 
able anxiety is felt among Catholic 
educators in Japan over an official 
textbook on the “History of the 
West” just released by the Minis- 
try of Education here. The book 
reveals from the first an evolution- 
ary and progressivist bias. The 
story of the cavemen and their 
simian ancestors is dealt with in a 
spirit that is reminiscent of H. G. 
Wells’ “Outline of History,” which 
was recently recommended by the 
Ministry as the most fitting hand- 
book for the study of Christianity. 

Stress is laid throughout on the 
allegedly . progressing emancipa- 
tion of the human mind from the 


unscientific and irrational forces of 
superstition, so that the story of 
man from the first “ape-man” down 
to Voltaire, with a eulogy of whom 
the first part closes, is one of natu- 
ralistic evolution in which, of 
course, traditional Christianity is 
merely a thing of the past. 


The Gospel account of the life of 
Christ contains several glaring in- 
accuracies and is dismissed with 
‘the words “Today none of us can 
believe in such stories as the Gos- 
ple tells about the birth of Jesus, 
His miracles or His resurrection.” 

The persecutions of the early 
Christians in Rome are explained 
as being caused by their intoler- 
ance and their secret meetings 
which were regarded as a menace 
to the state. The rise of Christian- 
ity is attributed exclusively to the 
political alliances of the Roman 
Popes with the emperors, while the 
Council of Nicea is described as the 
victory an “Athanasian sect” over 
the Arians under political pressure.

The date previously set for the ordination of Father Noll was 
his feast day, June 24, but yielding to the appeals of Father 
Brammer and Father Boeckelman the Bishop advanced the 
date to June 4, so that he might offer his first Holy Mass on 
the feast of the Holy Trinity, June 5. 


His Ordination And ‘First Mass 


Father Noll was ordained alone, therefore, and was 
the last one to receive the Sacrament of Holy Orders from 
Bishop Rademacher, the third Bishop of the diocese.

jto the dilapidated make-shift of a house just described. 


Upon his return from his vacation rest the parish 
trustees decided to provide the pastor, now having an assis- 
tant, with a better rectory, and the present well-built and 
commodious house was the result. In those days of low- 
cost building construction the present home was built for 
$8,000.00, of Which Father Boeckelmann himself contributed 
$2,000.00. 

St. Vincent Parish at that time, covering the entire city 
of Elkhart, counted about 150 families. At two Masses they 
contributed an average of $6.00 per Sunday—it was a 
“penny” collection. 


In those days the diocesan clergy went on Retreat only 
once in two years, but it was an eight day Retreat, always | 
associated with a Synod. It usually opened on the Sunday | 
following the fifteenth of August. But in the year 1898 it, 
was held during the first week of September, during which 
the first Friday fell. Since Father Noll had observed an 
eight day Retreat immediately prior to his ordination he was | 
called by the Bishop to take care of the Cathedral parish 
during those eight days. It was a hectic week. He answer- 
ed sick calls emanating from Decatur, Hessen Cassel, New 
Haven, Monroeville, Arcola, Wabash. 


He and Father Eisenring, C. PP. 8S., Chaplain of St. 
Joseph Hospital, heard confessions from two in the after- 
noon until midnight on the eve of the First Friday, people 
coming from all] the parishes of Fort Wayne and the vicin- 
ity. At midnight he was called to Wabash to wait on a 
certain Mrs. Coffee. Of course he had to go by train. Met 
at the station by a son of the sick lady and taken to her home 
he discovered that Father Crosson of that city had brought’ 
her Holy Communion and had anointed her just.before leav- 
ing for the. Retreat. But Mrs. Coffee observed: “I thought 
there might be some Rite of the Church which I had not 
received.” 

Father Noll decided that he should at least bring her 
Holy Communion, and to that end went over to the little 
frame church in Wabash to procure the Blessed Sacrament, 
only to discover that Father Crosson had consumed the hosts 
reserved in the tabernacle before he left for Retreat: It was 


Noll’s first Mass, even to the extent of selecting the speaker 
and the twe little children who were to kneel in the sanctv- | 


ary, one to represent the Church, whom the newly- ordained | 


accepts as his bride for life. The speaker was the late 
Monsignor H. Joseph Kroll, who, only a few months previ- 
ously, had been appointed to the pastorate of St. Paul’s, 
Fort Wayne, to succeed the Rev. Edward Koenig. Father 
Noll had never known Father Kroll. 

Father Brammer was right when he expressed the fear 
that if Holy Orders were not conferred on Noll before June 
24 he would not be among the living to witness the same. 


He- died on June 20, 1898, and was buried at the side of his | 


predecessor, Monsignor Benoit, the pioneer missionary in 
Allen and adjoining counties. 

A big parish reception was prepared for Father Noll, 
at Library Hall, which later served as a boys’ Central Cath- 
olic High School, and which was razed after the completion 
of the present Central Catholic High School for boys and 
girls, in 1938. 


His First Assignment 


Five days after his ordination Bishop Rademacher, in 
keeping with the promise made to Father Boeckelmann, sent 
Father Noll to assist this priest at St. Vincent’s Church, 
Elkhart. Here the young priest had full charge of the 
parish for several months because the pastor was ordered 
by his physician to take a protracted rest. 


At Elkhart 


At Elkhart the priests’ residence was a combina- 
tion of several small frame units, some of them having been 
previously used as sheds. The pastor was wont to call it 
“the shacks.” This house—if it could be dignified by that 
name—was located not along the street, but behind the 
church on several acres of ground which extended to the 
New York Central tracks.

'station for Fort Wayne at five. This enabled Father Noll 
to get back to the city in time to have the eight o’clock Mass 
at the Cathedral for the hundreds who were ready to re- 
ceive Holy Communion on that first Friday. 

During the seven months Father Noll spent at Elkhart 
there was not a single death, but while he was pinch-hitting 
at the Cathedral a gentleman called on him with a lady who 
had just lost her husband suddenly. The widow was not a 
Catholic, and was not certain that her husband had complied 
with his last Easter duty. But the gentleman who accom- 
panied her informed the priest that Bishop Rademacher was 
well acquainted with her husband. Thereupon Father Noll 
put in a telephone call to Bishop Rademacher at Notre Dame 
to ask what he should do. The Bishop answered: “I have 
had no contacts with the decedent for a number of years, 
but as I knew him, some years back, he was a good Catholic. 
Therefore give him the benefit of the doubt, and grant him 
Christian burial.” 

The Bishop told Father Boeckelmann of this incident, 
who was quick to retort: “Father Noll has never had a 
funeral and when he is presented with a ‘stiff’ he does not 
know what to do with it.” However, shortly after permis- 
sion was received from the Bishop to bury this gentleman 
from the Church, the man who called with the widow to ar- 
range for the funeral came back alone to tell Father Noll 
that the deceased had another wife living; that after a 
divorce from his first wife he married out of the Church

Sanctuary, Mar. 15 
Completion Date 


Fort Wayne—Under the direc- 
tion of the Rt. Rev. Msgr. John 
A. Dapp, rector, the work of en- 
larging the sanctuary of the Ca- 
thedral of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion, began Monday, Dec. 29, and 
is scheduled to be completed on 
Monday of Passion week, March 
15. William P. Schenkel is gen- 
eral contractor; Dix & Kelly have 
been awarded the contract for the 
electrical work required. Accord- 
ing to the schedule there will be a 
recessing of the north and south 
sides of the sanctuary, with the 
altars of the Blessed Virgin Mary 
and St. Joseph moved back about 
20 feet in line with the main altar. 
The new sections will be 14 feet 
high, and will provide space for 
the new choir stalls, 33 on one 
side and 27 on the other. 

Mr. John Mowat of the Mani- 
towoc.

Wher completed the altars, 
wall paneling and stalls, all hand 
carved, will be harmonious in the 
same light color and design. The 
sanctuary enlargement will not de- 
stroy the present tapestry-like 
frescoing, which will be retouched 
at various points, as necessitated 
by the work. The contract for 
the stalls was awarded in October 
and work on them is progressing. 
They will be in readiness for in- 
stallation when the sanctuary is 
cleared. The change being made 
considerably reduces the size of 
the clergy sacristy on the south 
side of the church and of the ser- 
vers’ sacristy on the north side, 
but they will still be conveniently 
large. The expansion program 
will result in a work of art, be- 
sides providing accommodations for 
large groups of the clergy and for 
the vested choir.

Rev, Mother 
Auxilia has charge of the convent 
which is filled with nuns and dis- 
placed persons. So—Life in Army 
headquarters parallels life in the 
convent.
